Court Announces the Jury Is 
to Be Discharged — Man 
Pale and Emaciated, Says 
He Sought Freedom From 
Staring Eyes.

KANSAS CITY, Dec. 14.—Pale 


éemaicated, weak from hunger and ex- 
posure, Harry Waldron, the _ juror, 
Whose escape last Sunday night stopped 
the progress of the second trial of 


Dr. B. Clark Hyde, charged with the 
murder of Col. Thomas H. Swope, re- 
tprned to his home today. 

He was brought into court by Mrs. 
Waldron and after a conference with 
him Judge Porterfield announced that 
he would dismiss the entire jury on the 
ground of Waldron’s mental incompe- 
tence, 

Judge Porterfield discharged the jury 
at 1:30 this afternoon. The State was 
unable to.show t!.at Juror Waldron had 
not discussed the case during his ab- 
sence, Judges Porterfield set Jan. 2, 
(2, as the date for beginning a new 
trial. He said that Waldron was insane 
at the time rhe escaped ahd is still in- 
sane. 

His eyes shifting and every movement 
b traying shattered nerves, Waldron de- 
gcribed to Judge Porterfield four days of 
wandering through Kansas in search of 
“fresh air and freedom from confining 
walls and staring eyes.”’ 

“I had been driv ost distracted, 
‘Judge, before I ‘got my feet on the 
railroad and got to the country,” he 
said, “but I don’t think I’m crazy. I 
couldn't stand being cooped up. I felt 
imprisoned. There seemed to be noth- 
ing but walls and eyes around me. } 
Jonged for fresh air. When I would go 
into court I could hardiy' hold myself, 
the stares of the people worried me so. 
.*So that night I decided % get away 
from it. The first thing. when my foo: 
hit the ground after sliding down the 
fire estdpe the thought came to me 
that I had done wrong. I was going 
te return. Then Rthought of a fine and 
possible other punishment, and I fled. 

Redd of His Escape. 

“IT got a street car to Argentine and 
there caught a freight train that was 
Going ‘away from the'city. -I got off at 
Emporia, Kan. There I shaved off my 
Wiustache and that afternoon—it was 
Monday—I read of my escape in the 
papers. That worrled me so that I 
could not eat. 

“It told of the possibility of my 
committing suicide, I thought of my 
poor wife and children, thinking of 
uch a thing, and decided to return 
Sime, no matter what the  conse- 
quences, I got to Kansas City, Kan., 
Tuesday hight, after wandering miles 
through the fields and going on a 
freight’car part ‘of the way. 

“Theh I lost my nerve again. I 
went to William Moore’s house in 
Kansas City, Kan., and _ slept . two 
hours .Tuesday night, the only real 
sleep I had rind since I left the jury 
hotel.

D. Pfister surprised the other members 
when he arose and declared. 

“Our business would be gone if that 
toast would become a reality. I am 
willing to drink to the wealth of the 
county, success of this society and 
health of its members, but I cannot 
place my stamp of approval on the 
extreme good health of community 
which might separate me from prac- 
tice.’’ 

When the laugh subsided it. was 
unanimousiy agreed that the portion 
concerning the health of the community 
should be eliminated.

The lawyers have found also that 
men from the rural districts as a rule 
have decided opinions on _ Government 
regulation of business and are better 
versed in the intent and meaning of the 
Sherman act than their city nelghbors.

Mrs. Buol, Star Witness for De- 
fense, Startled Court With 
News of Secret Divorce. 





A verdict awarding $10,000 damages to 
Josiah Buol in his $25,000 damage sui’ 
against Henry Laubach for the aliena 
tion of Mrs. Buol’s affections was r« 
turned at noon Thursday by a jury ' 
Judge Kinsey’s court. 


The jury stated that $6000 represent: 
actual damages, and thes remaining $4 
punitive damages. The jury was « 
two hours. Testimony was’ finish 
Wednesday evening, but the jury d 
not convene to consider the case un’ 
morning. It is anticipated that La. 
bach’s counsel will file a motion for 
new trial. 

Buol alleged that Laubach had alien- 
ated the affections of the former’s wife, 
Mrs. Clara Buol, and had caused t-r fo 
leave him. Mrs. Buol, on the witness 
stand, denied Laubach had won her af- 
fections. and declared she left Buol be- 
cause Of }.!s drinking and other miscon- 
duct. She said he ordered her to leave 
On three occasions. 

While testifying Mrs. Boul surprised 
the court by asserting she was no longer 
Boul’s wife, having obtained a divorce 
from him Dec. 15th, 1919, at Rolla, Mo. 
Service in the divorce suit was by publi- 
cation, she said. 

Boul went on the stand and testified 
this was the first knowledge he had 
of the divorce and that he was not served 
with papers in the case although he has 
been in St. Louis all the time. Mrs. Buol 
attempted to get a divorce in June, 1910, 
but Judge Shields dismissed her suit. 

In their arguments to the jury Attor- 
ney D. J. O’Keefe and George W. Well- 
man denounced Laubach, assert- 
ing he had come between husband 
and wife. His attorney, Vital W. 
Garesche, retorted that the evjdence 
showed Buol's conduct,«not-rdsaubach's t 
attentions, was responsible for Mrs. 
Buol losing her love for her husband.

Attorney Accused of Helping

The bond of Charley L. Carson, was de- 
clared forfeited by Judge Taylor ot the 
Criminal Court Thursday when he did 
net appear for trial on a charge of.con- 
spiracy in connection with Della Brogat- 
sky to obtain money fraudulently from 
the United Railway Co. The case 
against the Brogatsky woman was con- 
tinued until Monday by agreement of 
counsel. 

It was charged in indictments that 
Carson and the Brogatsky woman ob- 
tained $700 from the United Railways Co. 
on the allegation that she was injured 
in a street car and was confined to her 
room for three months. The company, 
according to the indictment, discovered 
evidence that she was not injured. She 
was housekeeper for Carson. 

Attorney William Scullin induced his 
father, James Scullin, to sign a $1,500 
bond for Carson. Scullin said he had 
been unablé to find the man, and had 
been reliably informed that he had fled 
to escape prosecution.

Patrick McGoldgick, classed by the 
police as a pickpocket and a member of

had a deep knife wound in the left side 
of his neck and he feared he would die. 

At 2 a. m. MecGoldrica went to his 
room in the Biddle House. 501 Biddle 
street, with his he@d bandaged. Two 
hours later he sent for the night clerk, 
John Egan. 

‘Send for an ambulance,’ 
want to go to the hospital. 
am going to die.’”’ 

Egan notified Patrolman Griffin of the 
Carr Street District. The surgeons at 
the hospital said, McGoldrick’s. wound 
was of a serious nature, and Griffin 
questioned him about it. 

“T° was over in Bast St. Louis,’’ he 
said, ‘and on my way back four men 
jumped me on the viaduct over Cahokia 
Creek. One of them had a knife. I 
con’t know why they jumped me. I nev- 
er saw any of them before.” 

That was all the information the po- 
lice could get. They do not believe Mc-

streets early Thursday, the police say, 
but so far they have no evidence to con- 
rect McGoldrick with that.

The disarmament of the entire Moro 
population of Mindanao and Jolo was 
ordered by the American military au- 
thorities three months ago, following a 
number of attacks on Americans. Since 
that time the troops have been actively 
engaged in carrying out the order.

Complaint by Union Men a 
Boomerang to Fellow 
Members. 











Seventeen union and non-union chauf- 
feurs were arrested Thursday on 
charges of having no chauffeur’s li- 
censes.

Jurymen, Back in 
Session, Kefuse 
to Obey Withrow

jury were made the basis of an appeal. 
The Judge was upheld. 

“This power is conferred on the Judge 
by the common law, not by the stat- 
utes,” said Judge Withrow. “An inferior 
court must follow the statutes absolute- 
ly, but a court of the rank of our Cir- 
cuit Court can exercise all powers not 
specifically denied to it by statute,” 

A former Circuit Judge, discussing the 
case Thursday, said: “Judge Withrow 
is right, but he is in an embarrassing 
position. My practice, wien giving a 
jury peremptory instructions—a _ thing 
the judge often has to do in will cases— 
was not to send the jury out to sign the 
verdict, but simply to call one of the 
r.embers, as foreman, to sign the ver- 
dict for the jury. I never knew one to 
refuse. 

‘When they are.sent out, to go 
through the form of deliberating, there 
is danger of such a result as in this 
case. Will cases require especially deli- 
cate handling, as family feeli.g and 
other sources of passion and prejudice 
are frequently present in them. 

“It was Judge Withrow’s duty, in the 
absence of evidence sustaining the alle- 
gation, to do as he did. He was in real- 
ity instructing the jurors on a point of 
law, in telling them that the evidence, 
under the law, was insufficient. For 
the jury, the court’s instructions repre- 
sent the law. 

“Judge Withrow can keep the jury as 
long as he wishes, even beyond the end 
of the present term of court, in Febru- 
ary. Or he can at any time dismiss 
the jury and set the cease for retrial. 
Or he can punish the jurors for con- 
tempt of court. A statute limits this 
punishment to a $60 fine or a 10 days’ 
jail sentence, but the Supreme Court in 
the Gildersleeve case held that this 
statute was void, and upheld the ac- 
tion of a court in fining a. man $300 for 
contempt. 

“After undergoing punishment for con- 
tempt, the jurors would be released 
from further service in the case, And it 
would go over automatically until the 
next term, then to be heard by another 
jury.” 

Former Circuit Judges Zachritz, Sale 
and Reynolds agreed that the jurors 
were in the wrong, and the two last- 
named expressed the hope that Judge 
Withrow would put them in jail-for con- 
tempt. Judge Zachritz said it was a 
tactical mistake to send the jury out, 
instead of requiring the foreman to sign 
the verdict at once. He said Judge 
Withrow apparently intended to wear 
the jurors out, and undoubtedly would 
succeed in doing so. 

Foreman Hartmann, when seen by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter before court 
convened, said the jurors had agreed 
not to talk outside the jury room about 
their attitude in the case. Judge With- 
row declined to make any statement for 
publication indicating whether he in- 
tended to dismiss or discipline the jury, 
although he was ready to discuss the 
legal point involved. 

Judge Withrow has not shown a dis- 


ishment for its refusal to follow his or- 
ders. It was anticipated that he would 
give the jurors @ day or two longer to 
consider, and, should they still hold out, 
would then dismiss them. There was 
talk of a possible compromise of the 
case, by which the: McDermott heirs 
would pay Father White for what he

The cellos and’ brasses seemed especial- 
ly’ responsive to the batom of Director 
Leopold Stokowski and gave forth a 
volume of sound that thundered 
through the Odeon, stirring the audience 
so that it thundered back in handclap- 
ping and bravos a rousing welcome to 
the orchestra. 

The young leader’s complete mastery 
of his forces was evidenced in every 
movement. It was a wonderfully beau- 
tiful rendition of the | Tschaikowsky 
symphony and received a remarkable 
response. 

Mme. Olga Samaroff-Stokowski chose 
the Tschaikowsky Concerto in B flat 
minor, for piano forte and orchestra, 
for her contribution to the program. 
The various movements were played in 
scholarly fashion, with the conductor- 
husband directing both the soloist and 
orchestra in perfect manner. It was 
the soloist’s first appearance in St. 
Louis in concert since her marriage to 
the Cincinnati orchestra leader, and she 
received a hearty greeting. 

The program closed with the overture 
to ‘““Tannhauser;”’ here again, as in the 
symphony number, the volume being 
carried with such force and earnestness 
that it thrilled to the very soul. At its 
close the audience remained seated, 
Clapping hands and again. shouting 
bravos until the leader and his men were 
compelled to bow their thanks. It was a 
notable triumph for the young leader 
and his orchestra.

Ten Passengers Still on Wreck 
of Liner Await Rescue ‘by 
Rocket Apparatus. 





BOAT SINKS IN SURF 





Dutchess of Fife and Daughters 
Carried to Shore by Man- 
o’-Warsmen. 





By Associated Press. 

GIBRALTAR, Dec. 14.—All the mem- 
bers of the royal party, comprising the 
Princess Royal, the Duke of Fife nd 
their two daughters, who suffered such 
terrible experiences during their landing 
from the wreck of the steamer Delhi 
off Cape Spartel yesterday, are reported 
to be well today, although much ex- 
hausted. 

Ten of the men passengers of the Delhi 
are still on board. They and the crew 
will, ft is expected, be landed in the 
course of the day by means of the 
rocket apparatus. 

It is impossible for life-saving boats to 
approach the wreck, because of the 
righ sea. The stern of the liner has 
shifted further ashore and the vessel is 
a adly strained. 

The royal princess and her daughters 
were carried through the surf by stal- 
wart French sailors. 

While being taken jashore they were 

thrown into the watereby the capsizing 
of their boat, one of the daughters nhav~ 
ing a narrew escape from eg She 
was rescued by a sailor and carried to 
land with the others, all suffering se- 
verely from the bitter cold. 
The Delhi struck at 1 o’clock in the 
morning in a thick fog. Immediately all 
the passengers were hurried from their 
staterooms, half-dressed, and put on 
life preservers. Water poured steadily 
into the cabins, while enormous seas, 
sometimes mast- high, broke over the 
vessel. Signals of distress were sent out 
by wireless and the first warship to ar- 
rive was the French cruiser Friant. ‘ 


Aid From French Ship. 
It was long past daylight before the 


| Friant’s steam launch was able to get 


alongside the Delhi. In the meantime 
preparations were made aboard the 
stranded steamer to send the women 
One of the boats 
of the Delhi was lowered and filled with 
passengers. The launch finally  suc- 
ceeded Mm getting this in tow and then 
steamed to the British cruiser Duke of 
Edinburgh, where the frightened women 
and children were taken aboard. 

The Princess Royal, the Dike of Fife 
and their two daughters and their phy- 
sician, were landed by the French 
cruiser Du Chaylas’ boat, while seas 
were washing over the craft. The boat 
capsized below the signal station and 
the party had to walk, drenched to the 
skin, over the rocks to the lighthouse 
where the Spanish guardians gave them 
some sort of dry garments. 

Most of the other passengers were 
also landed. Some of them camped on 
the beach, while others rode or walked 
into town. 

Five Satlors Drowned. 


The sudden rising of the sea swamped 
one of the Du Chaylas’ boats, drown- 
ing four of the sailors. 

When a boatload of women, towed by 
a French launch, broke loose, the 
French bluejackets pulled round, facing 
what seemed almost sure death. They 
managed to throw a towline and pick 
up the drifting boat. One man lost his 
life. 

The royal party had not even time to 
dress. Some wore night dresses, with 
such other clothes as they were able to 
pick up in the hurry of the moment. 

Cabins Are Flooded, 

The vessel listed shortly after striking. 
Water entered the lower cabins. Great 
difriculty was experienced in getting 
into the boats. The royal ladies had to 
be literally dropped and caught. 

When the boat was still some way 
from the shore, the breakers began to 
fiill her in spite of the fact that the Duke 
lLimself baled as hard as possible. 

Before reaching the beach she filled 
and sank. The whole party had strapped 
on life belts which kept them afloat 
while they were buffeted by the waves. 
The Princess Alexandra disappeared for 
a moment under the towering waves, 
but was seized by a sailor and with the 
cthers, after all had been washed off 
thelr fe&t several times, was dragged 
to safety. 

Mistook Light. 
It is said the Delhi in the fog mistook 
the Spartel light for another light. 
The vessel struck gently and most of 
the women aboard gathered in the mu- 
sic room with life belts on. One of the 
men played the piano to keep up their 
spirits until the arrival of the Friant. 
The royal party refused to leave the 
ship on the first French boat that came, 
but went ashore attended by Admiral 
Cradock. 
The Delhi carries go'd bullion to the 
value of $500,000, silver bars to the value 
of $1,000,000, while the value of the cargo 
is estimated at $500,000.

THE RUSSIAN TREATY. 

The vote of 300 to 1 by which the résolution 
for the abrogation of the Russian treaty passed 
the House is a fair index of the sentiment of the 
American people, Only consideration of the is- 
sue raised by Russia’s discrimination against 
Jewish citizens of the United States was 
needed to convince Americans that it is an 
American question affecting the honor of the 
country and American citizenship. ; 

If Russia does not heed the warning of the 
House’s vote there is no doubt that it will be 
followed by similar action in the Senate. We 
will then have put on record our refusal to be 
a party to a treaty with a nation which reads 
into it a discrimingtion repugnant to our senti- 
ments, our principles and our constitution. Rus- 
sia will be branded in the eyes of the civilized 
world as a violator of treaty obligations and her 
religious intolerance and race prejudice will re- 
ceive the rebuke they deserve. 

Can Russia bear the condemnation of enlight- 
ened public opinion?

The New Yorkers whose intense anti-British 
sentiments caused them to break up a peace 
meeting at Carnegie Hall illustrated in a strik- 
ing way the probable source of much of the op- 
position to ratifying President Taft’s admirable 
arbitration treaties. Racial jealousies and antipa- 
thies, such as were exemplified in this audience, 
sudden bursts of nau nal passion aroused by un- 
toward events, such as was exemplified after the 
biowing up of the Maine, greed fo: territory and 
national aggrandizement, such as is being exem- 
plified all the time by European cabinets, are the 
chief causes of war. It would be well if all the 
motives that masquerade as exalted and disin- 
terested patriotism in working against the abo- 
lition of war could be as thoroughly exposed as 
those that prevented arbitration from having even 
fair discussion in the New York meeting. 

It is pretended that a resistance in very high 
places to the arbitration program is prompted by 
a very special and: far-seeing solicitude for our 
national interests. If it could be analyzed, it 
would be found that most of.it is due to incen- 
tives entitled to much ‘less consideration. The 
onposition’s answer to the irresistible logie of the 
peace advocates is as tinent the yells and 
jeers and catcalls of their allies at Carnegie Hall.
